Green  Bay  Mining  Co.  of  Negaunee 
UP  NORTH  NOTES  #3 

By:  Dave  Gelwicks 


The  reason  many  of  us  collect  and  share  our  minimal  knowledge  of  the 
Lake  Superior  iron  and  copper  mining  history  is  well  defined  in  this  1905 
quote: 


“ The  beginnings,  therefore,  of  this  great  iron  industry  are 
historically  important  and  are  of  interest  to  every  citizen  in  the 
United  States,  for  there  is  not  a man  or  woman  today  living 
who  has  not  been,  directly  or  indirectly,  benefited  by  the  great 
mineral  wealth  of  the  Lake  Superior  country  and  the  labor 
of  winning  it  and  working  it  into  the  arts ....  Has  it  not  the 
elements  in  it  out  of  which  to  weave  the  fabric  of  the  great 
American  novel  so  long  expected  and  so  long  delayed?  For 
the  story  is  distinctly  American.  Indeed  there  is  nothing  more 
distinctly  American.  ” 

— RalphWilliams,  in  his  biography  of  Marquette’s  iron 
pioneer.  The  Honorable  Peter  White:  A Biographical  Sketch  of 
the  Lake  Superior  Iron  Country  (1905) 


It  is  difficult  to  uncover  many  details  about  the  Green  Bay  Mining  Co., 
Negaunee,  MI  (with  offices  in  Green  Bay,  WI)  due  to  its  short  existence 
under  this  name.  Lee  reports  1872  incorporation  and  closing  in  1878 
capitalized  with  only  $90,000.  1 
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These  notes  show  a blacksmith  on  the  left,  miners  on  the  right  and  the 
same  portrait,  as  shown  below,  without  a value  on  the  back  of  each  note. 
The  notes  were  printed  by  the  Milwaukee  Lithographic  and  Engineering 
Company. 


References  list  the  Green  Bay  Mining  Company  becoming  the  Indiana 
Mine  then  The  Bay  State  Mine.  These  names  can  be  found  in  the 
Negaunee  Range  summaries.  One  note  on  the  Allen  Mine  showed  its 
location  east  of  the  Green  Bay  Mine.  The  following  Bay  State  Mine 
comment  could  summarize  the  short  existence  and  lack  of  notes: 

“ Considerable  milling  has  been  done  on  this  location,  but  not  much  good 
ore  obtained.  The  ore  that  was  shipped  in  1872,  1873,  etc.,  was  of  a very 
low  grade,  a jasper  hematite  that  could  not  now  be  sold  at  any  price.  ” 2

It  must  be  reported  that  the  $3  note  is  the  only  one  of  this  set  that  has  not 
been  repaired.  It  may  be  hard  to  see  the  repairs  in  this  black  and  white 
publication  but  trust  this  author  that  the  repairs  are  evident. 
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The  topic  to  repair  obsolete  notes  has  been  debated  for  years  and  will 
continue  past  our  lifetimes.  There  are  a finite  number  of  these  notes  in 
existence  and  someone  cut  up  how  many  notes  to  do  the  minor  matching 
repairs  in  three  of  the  four  notes  displayed?  Collecting  purists  would 
never  do  such  a thing  but,  if  these  notes  were  the  only  time  or  chance 
you  may  ever  have  to  own  such  a set,  what  would  you  do?  Ah,  the  debate 
continues. 


The  $1  is  repaired  just  right  of  the  number  in  the  lower  left  comer.  The 
$2  has  the  upper  right-hand  comer  and  right  side  repaired.  The  upper 
right  5 was  patched  on  the  $5.

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COLLECTING  CIRCULATED 
FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTE  STAR’S 

By  Ken  Kooistra 

I started  collecting  stars  about  five  years  ago.  I don’t  handle  much 
currency  and  they  were  pretty  scarce  at  first.  Then  my  friends  and 
relatives  noticed  that  I would  scrutinize  all  my  change  and  they  asked 
me  what  I was  looking  for.  I explained  to  them  what  star  notes  were 
and  they  began  to  check  their  currency  change  as  well.  This  took  time 
as  I had  to  convince  them  that  they  aren’t  worth  more  than  face  value  in 
circulated  condition.  Everyone  becomes  suspicious  when  they  know  a 
collector  is  interested  in  obtaining  something,  especially  money. 

Now,  not  a week  goes  by  that  I don’t  pick  up  at  least  a few. 

At  first  I collected  all  denominations,  but  then  my  wife  complained  that 
I had  quite  a bit  of  money  tied  up  in  my  “stash.”  I started  to  collect  and 
keep  only  SI  stars. 

Two  years  ago  Robert  Azpiazu  published  “Collector’s  Guide  to  Modem 
Federal  Reserve  Notes  Series  1963-2009.”  It  was  a great  revelation,  or 
as  Lincoln  said,  “It  caused  one  who  sat  in  darkness  to  see  a great  light.” 

It  was  key,  as  it  showed  the  serial  numbers  of  each  printing,  which  in 
turn  shows  how  scarce  some  star  notes  are. 

Azpiazu  has  a listing  of  values  for  star  notes,  but  only  for  notes  in  CU 
condition.  FRN  $1  small  size  circulated  stars  are,  for  nearly  all  notes, 
not  worth  more  than  face  value.  Check  out  eBay  and  the  vast  majority 
of  auctions  for  circulated  $ 1 stars  go  for  not  much  more  than  face  value 
or  are  unsold.  Some  sellers  have  uncirculated  stars  from  early  series,  but 
they  tend  to  sell  them  in  multiples  of  two  or  more.  They  obviously  come 
from  packs  of  100,  and  it’s  more  cost  efficient  for  the  sellers  to  send  them 
in  multiples  (eBay  has  a 09%  sellers  fee.) 

My  greatest  find  was  a 1985  $100  star  from  the  Kansan  City  district.  I 
received  it  from  a friend  (in  a bar,  of  all  places.)  It  was  tmly  remarkable, 
as  it  was  in  great  condition  - very  crisp  after  all  these  years.  I graded  it 
as  XF  45.  Aspiazu  listed  it  as  $400  in  CU.  I sold  it  on  eBay  and  guess 
what?  It  only  went  for  $136,  which  demonstrates  that  circulated  stars 
aren’t  worth  a whole  lot. 
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The  key  to  collecting  is  setting  up  your  spreadsheet.  I use  Excel.  Here’s 
part  of  my  spreadsheet:
